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Scientology was developed by 1L Ron Hubbard, an American writer and phUcsopm*\ 
It was completed after 35 years of research. 


Bom in Tildeii* Nebraska, on 13th March, 1911* he 
was the only child of Commander H. R. Hubbard, 
OSN.. and Dorm May Hubbard, 

Hubbard was raised on his grandfather*! cattle ranch 
in Montana and could ride before he could walk. He' 
Uter became a blood brother of the Blackfect tPikuni) 
Indians, and hi* first novel published in I9J6 concerns 
them. 

At the act of ten he rejoined his father and mother. 
Two years later, in Washington* D.C. at the time, 
he becam e a fast friend of the President's son. Calx in’ 
Coolidge, Jnr„ whose untimely death is probably 
responsible for L. Ron Hubbard's early interest in 
mental research. 

As his father's duty took the family to the Far East, 
L. Ron Hubbard was in China when he was fourteen 
and spent the next several years in travel throughout 
Asia. In Northern China and India he became intensely 
curious about the composition and destiny of Man. and 
studied on the one hand with Lama Priests, and made 
himself agreeable on the ether hand to war-like people 
by his ability to ride. 

With the death of hil grandfather, Hubbard, 19 ycak$ 
of age. was brougnt home by his father to study at the 
George Washington University in Washington. D.C. 
He graduated in Mathematics and Engineering from 
Columbian College to become a member of the first 
United States course in formal education in what is 
called today nuclear physics. He also attended the 
Princeton University. 

During his college days he supported himself by his 
writing* and before he concluded college he was well 
established as an essayist. 

His first action on leaving college was to lead an 
expeoition into Central America. In the next few years * 
he headed three further expeditions, all of them under¬ 
taken to studv savage peoples and culture; to provide 
material for his articles and stories. Between 1933 and 
1941 he visited many barbaric cultures and yet found 
time to write seven million words of published fact and 
fiction. 

Having first in Asia become interested in the mind 
and in Man. he multiplied this interest with his invest 12 a- 
tions of savage peoples, and by 1933 he had written a 
never-published work on the subject of the basic 
principles of human existence. 

By 1936 he had become a member of (he Explorers 
Club in Nrw York City. 

In addition to travel articles, he has written western, 
science nction. and adventure stories, and he is still one 
of the better known science fiction writers. 


He was first called to Hollywood to write * film 
script in 1936 and since that time be hat done a 
considerable amount of film work. 

Commissioned before the war in 1941 by the UA 
Navy, he was ordered to the Philippines at the outbreak 
of the war and was flown home in the late sp r ing of 
1942 as the first U.S. returned casualty from the Far 
East, 

As a yachtsman*he had considerable sea ex perience * 
and the scarcity ot'officers waesuch that, without rat* 
he was ordered at once to 4 fcmmand of a corvet t e . He 
served for the remainder of that year with British and 
American anti-submarine v essels in the North Atlantic 
and rose to command a squadron. In 1943 he saw duty 
in the North Pacific. 

Crippled and blind at the end of the war* he raamod 
his studies of philosophy and by his d isco veries re¬ 
covered so fully that be was reclassified in 1949 for full 
combat duty. It is a matter of medical record that be has 
twice been pronounced dead and that in 1950 he was 
given a perfect score on mental and physical fitness 
reports. 

Revolted by war and Min’s inhumanity to Man, he 
resigned his commision rather than assist government 
research projects. He subsequently published his 
original thesis on his work and the startling popularity 
of ihis thesis brought publishers to offer him a contract 
for a popular work. Published in 1950, it soared to the 
top of the best-seller lists and stayed there. Its title - 
-Diaaetics, The Modern Science of Mental Health.** 


Dianctics means ^through thought or mind-. Aa a 
science it explained and demonstrated conclustariy.tba 
workings of the human mind. Thus were unlocked the 
secrets of this hitherto unknown territory-a major 
breakthrough in the history of Man. Dianerictschmcuee 
in addressing the mind achieved remarkable resuha. but 
further research established that trem en dously higher 
results were obtainable by addressing the spirit cr 
thetan (liken from the Greek symbol for "thought** 
or spirit) as it is known in Scientology. Thus Scientology 
evolved from Dianetics. 

Scientology today is a world-wide organization with 
organizations on every continent and headquarters at 
Saint Hill Manor in Sussex, England. Scientology u 
the most vital movement on earth today and is ex¬ 
panding phenomenally fast. Every week tho usan ds of 
new oecplc are introduced to its great benefits. 

The home of L. Ron Hubbard and his family since 
1959. Saint Hill Manor is where Ron continued his 
rcicntless search into the rehabilitation of tha spint of 
Man. Late in 1965 the final and most important stagt 
of his research was completed.

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UNIVERSITY STUDIES 

With the death of his grandfather, when he was nineteen, L. Ron Hubbard was brought home by 
his father to study at George Washington University in Washington, D.C. As his scholastic 
record was blank, he had to enter on the basis of examination and intelligence tests, and 
after four months of preping, took these, and was admitted into the school of engineering 
at G.W. Never noted for being in class, he yet scraped through the department of higher 
mathematics and the department of engineering. He was a member of the first U.S. course in 
formal education in what is called today nuclear physics. Excelling in but thoroughly detesting 
his subjects, he supported himself by his writings, and before he had concluded college, was 
well established as an essayist. When his fellow students graduated into a world dying 
beneath the pall of depression in the early *30s, L. Ron Hubbard solved his finances, and 
his desire to travel by writing anything that came to hand. 


PRE-WAR PERIOD 

His first action on leaving college was to blow off steam by leading an expedition into 
Central America. In the next few years, he headed three expeditions, all of them under¬ 
taken in order to study savage peoples, and by 1938 wrote a never-published work called 
by the code name "Excalibur", on the subject of the basic principles of human existence. 

By 1936 he had become a member of the Explorers* Club in New York City, and until this day, 
this is his permanent address. 

He has written in addition to travel articles, westerns, science fiction, and adventure 
stories, and is still one of the better known science fiction writers. 

He was first called to Hollywood to write a movie in 1936, and since that time has done 
considerable movie work. • He is best known for his worst movie, "The Secret of Treasure 
Island", produced by Columbia, since it made more money for its cost than any other film of 
the period, and is playing today in foreign countries still making money. This and other 
motion picture activities has often caused Jirany Fidler, the movie columist, and Walter Winchell 
the conmentator,' to report him in error back in Hollywood at work for one or another studio. 

WAR SERVICE 

Commissioned before the war broke out in 1941, by the U.S. Navy, he was ordered to the Phil- 
lipines on the entry of the U.S. into the war and was flown home in the late spring of 1942 
in the Secretary of the Navy’s private plane as the first U.S. returned casualty from the 
Far East. 


As a yachtsman, he had considerable sea experience and the scarcity of officers and the 
frequency of torpedoings were such that without rest, he was ordered at once to the command 
of the former British corvette, the Hist, and saw service for the remainder of that year, 
serving with British and American anti-submarine war vessels in the North Atlantic.

About the Author 


L. Ron Hubbard was born in Tilden, Nebraska, on the 13th of March, fell. 
His father was Commander Harry Ross Hubbard of the United States Navy. 
His mother was Dora May Hubbard (nee Waterbury de Wolfe), a thoroughly 

educated woman, a rarity in her time! 

Ron spent his early childhood years on his grandfathers large cattle 
ranch in Montana. It was on this ranch that he learned to read and write by 
the time he was 3 V 2 years old. 

L. Ron Hubbard found the life of a young rancher very enjoyable . Long_ 
days were spent riding, br eaking broncos, hunting coyote and t akingjuaiirst 
steps as an explorer . 

It was in Montana that he had his first encounter with another culture— 
the Blackfoot (Pikuni) Indians. He became a blood brother of the Pikuni 
and was later to write about them in his first published novel. Buckskin 
Brigades. 

Before Ron was 10 years old, he had become thoroughly educated in 

schools as well as by his mother. t 

By the time he was 12 years old, young L. Ron Hubbard had already 
read a large number of the world’s greatest classics and his interest in 
philosophy and religion was bom. Not that the explorer in him had been 
stilled. Far from it. A Montana newspaper of the period reported thusly on 
one of Helena’s newest high school students: 

“Ronald Hubbard has the distinction of being the only boy in the 
country to secure an eagle scout badge at the age of 12 years. He was a 
boy scout in Washington, D.C., before coming to Helena. 

In Washington, D.C., he had also become a close friend of President 
Coolidge’s son, Calvin Jr.,'whose early death accelerated L. Ron Hubbard’s 

interest in the mind and spirit of man. 

The following years, from 1925 to 1929, saw the young Mr. Hubbard, 
between the ages of 14 and 18, as a budding and enthusiastic world traveler 
and adventurer. His father was sent to the Far East and having the financial 
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support of his wealthy grandfather, L. Ron Hubbard spent these yet 
journeying throughout Asia. 

He explored many out-of-the-way places and saw strange-seemi 
peoples and customs. But it was in Northern China and India, wh 
studying with holy men, that he became vitally engrossed in the subject 
the spiritual destiny of mankind. 

He traveled up and down the China coast several times, venturing fro 
Ching Wong Tow to Hong Kong and inland to Peking and Manchuria. 
Peking he met old Mayo, last of the line of magicians of Kublai Khan. Dei 
in the hills of western China, he visited the lamaseries. There he conversi 
with monks and made friends with them and with the people, who respond* 
to his sincere interest in them. In the isolation of the high hills of Tibet, evt 
native bandits were befriended and what understanding of life they ha« 
they shared. In the South Pacific Islands, he continued hi<? search into tl 
beliefs of various cultures, and the nature of life in general. Hi came 1 
respect a wide number of peoples and their ways of living. 

_ With th e death of his grandfather, the Hubbard family returned to tl 
United States, and, after intense study at Swavely Preparatory School i 
Manassas, Virginia, and at Woodward Preparatory School in Washingtoi 
D.C., he enrolled at the George Washington University Engineering Schcx 
in the fall of 1930. 

At George Washington, L. Ron Hubbard became associate editor of th 
University newspaper, The Hatchet, and wa 3 a member of several of th 
University’s clubs and societies including the Twentieth Marine Corp 
Reserve, the George Washington College Company. 

It was while at George Washington University that he learned to fly am 
discovered a particular aptitude as a glider pilot. 

Here, also, he was enrolled in one of the first nuclear physics Course 
ever taught in an American university. 

As a student, barely 20 years old, he supported himself by writing am 
within a very few years he established himself as a professional photographe 
and technical article writer in aviation and sports magazines. * 

He made the time during these same busy college years to act as 
director with the Caribbean Motion Picture Expedition of 1931. 

In 1932, L. Ron Hubbard, aged 21, achieved an ambitious “first. 
Conducting the West Indies Minerals Survey, he made the first complet 
mineralogical survey of Puerto Rico. This was pioneer exploration in th. 
great tradition, opening up a predictable, accurate body of data still in US' 
today. Later, in other less materialistic fields, this was to be his way many 
many times over. 

In the 30s, he became an established writer and published his work ii 
over 90 periodicals and magazines. 

His aviation articles in the Sportsman Pilot dealing, among othe 
things, with aerial navigation of the Indies, date from this period. 
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By 1936, at the age of 25, Hubbard was in Hollywood, ready for 
adventures of a different sort. Working as a scriptwriter on several films, he 
made his reputation there, appropriately enough, with the highly profitable 
Columbia production titled The Secret of Treasure Island. 

Hollywood h 2 s always been a good place to study “what makes men 
tick,” and the late 30s were no exception. In fact, L. Ron Hubbard dates 
his own statement of the discovery of the primary law of life, summarily 
expressed by the command “Survive!” at 1938. He says,i“A work was written 
at that time which embraced man and his activities.” This was the still- 
unpublished “Excalibur,” a sensational volume which was a summation of 
life based on his analysis of the state of mankind. The part played in this by 
his explorations, journeys and experiences in the four comers of the earth, 
amongst all kinds of men, was crucial. 

As a logical consequence of his achievements in the field, L. Ron 
• Hubbard on December 12th, 1939, not yet 30 years old, was proposed.as a 
member of the Explorers Club of New York. He was duly elected a Member 
on February 19th, 1940. Now the honors were coming. 

In May of that same year, 1940, he was awarded the Explorers Club flag 
for conducting the Alaskan Radio Experimental Expedition. Carrying the 
Club’s flag on an expedition is one of the highest honors granted. 

On this expedition he also rewrote the Alaskan Coast Pilot. He took his 
sailing ship (a ketch) Magician, which he called “Maggie,” along the coasts 
of Alaska adding to the existing knowledge of unfrequented navigational 
passages and islands in America’s northwest ocean waters. While there, he 
studied the ways of the Tlingit Indians. 

Also in 1940, on December 17th, he earned his “License to Master of 
Steam and Motor Vessels” from the U.S. Department of Commerce. Within 
4 Vi months he had further obtained a second certificate attesting to his 
marine skill: "License to Master of Sail Vessels (Any Ocean),” for the U.S. 
Navy Hydrographic Office. 

In 1941, he was ordered to the Philippines (which he had known as a 
youngster) at the outbreak pf World War II. 

He survived the early war in the South Pacific. He saw enough df war at 
first hand to be sickened by it. In 1944, crippled and blinded, he found 
Himself in Oak KnPirNavsTflospital. From Commander Thompson of the 
Medical Corps of the U.S. Navy, a friend of his father and a personal student 
of Sigmund Freud, he had received while still young an extensive education 
in the field of the human mind. He developed techniques that would help 
him overcome his injuries and regain his abilities. 

Altogether, he spent nearly a year at Oak Knoll, during which time he 
synthesized what he had learned of Eastern philosophy, his understanding o! 
nuclear physics and his experiences among men. He says, “I set out to fine 
from nuclear physics and a knowledge of the physical universe, thing: 
entirely lacking in Asian philosophy.” 
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He concluded that the results he was obtaining could help others towarc 
greater ability and happiness, and it was during this period that some of th> 
basic tenets of Dianetics and Scientology were first formulated. 

By 1 947 he recovered fully. 

in 1943 he wrote Dianetics: The Original Thesis, 'his first formal repor 
of his discoveries about the mind and life. The manuscript was copiet 
extensively and quickly passed from hand to hand in many countries. 

A grassroots interest in Dianetics spread. Letters began to pour ii 
asking for clarifications and advice. Answering them was becoming a full 
time occupation. 

What was needed was a complete popular text on the subject whicl 
would answer all questions. A publisher, Hermitage House, was ai^cious tc 
print such a book. There was one condition: the manuscript had to b< 
delivered in six weeks. 

The book was written in six weeks. 

This was the anatomy of the mind, and a technology—called auditing 
180,000 words of breakthrough, Dianetics: The Modern Science of Menta 
Health exploded onto the booklists of May 1950 like a roman candle of life 
and hope. Providing, as it did, for a truly workable school of the mind whicl 
would predictably improve the human condition, it leapt to the top of the 
New York Times best seller list and just stayed there. 

Almost immediately, thousands of readers began to apply the data from 
the book and Dianetic groups sprang up across the country, with and without 
sanction. 

Realizing already at this stage that the mind in itself, no matter how 
liberated, was limiting and that there was something “animating” the 
mind, he permitted the founding in 1950 of the Hubbard Dianetic Researcl 
Foundation to facilitate investigation into the realm of the spirit. Thus wa< 
Scientology bom. $ 

For more than two millenia man had dreamed of a spiritual state where 
free from his own mental aberrations, he would be truly himself. L. Ror 
Hubbard called this state "clear.” And on August 10th, 1950, in a publii 
appearance before a jammed house of over 6,000 enthusiastic people in thi 
Shrine Auditorium in Los Angeles, he introduced and interviewed a clear or 
stage. 

The dream of Buddha was a reality—man could be clear. 

The following week, professional level courses started under his persona 
direction at the Los Angeles department of the Hubbard Dianetic Researcl 
ndation. 

The United States Government at this time attempted to gain contro 
over all his researches and get him to work on a project “to make man mori 
suggestible” and when he was unwilling, tried to order him back to activt 
military duty to perform this function. He was able to instantly resign fron 
the navy and escape this. In retrospect it appears the Government neve 
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forgave him for this and soon began vicious, covert international attack 
upon his work, all of which were proven false and baseless, but which wer 
to last 27 years and finally culminated in a series of legal actions to compe 
the government to cease its years of lies and harassment. 

The pace of research and writing quickened. To an already cramme< 
schedule, lectures were added. These lectures, usually arranged in a serie 
spread across one or two weeks of intensive meetings^ were later to becomi 
famous, and many are preserved on tape and in book form. 

In September of 1950, he gave a public lecture to over 2,000 people at thi 
Oakland Municipal Auditorium, Oakland, California. This was so successfu 
that he was requested to give a course to the people of Oakland, which h< 
did. A lecture and demonstration was given each night, and part of the 
material presented during this lecture series is included in the book Notes or. 
the Lectures of L. Ron Hubbard. 

By November 1950, he had developed Group Dianetics, and seated tc 
the world-, This is good news, since it means that we may have a chance 
against the anarchistic social orders of the world which, ungovemed as a 
group of nations and ungoverned as states, seem fatally inclined to get into 
another war.” 

In December 1950, L. Ron Hubbard gave a series of 15-minute lectures 
over 126 radio stations. On the west coast of America they were broadcast 
daily, Monday through Friday, and covered the subjects of Group Dianetics 
•and how Dianetics could help handle the community’s, an individual’s and 
the nation’s problems. They also covered the tone scale of individuals and 
nations. 

Between the months of June and December 1950, he had given over 180 
lectures and demonstrations. 

In the spring of 1951, the Hubbard Dianetic Research Foundation 
moved from Elizabeth, New Jersey, to Wichita, Kansas. On the evening of 
May 21st, 1951, L. Ron Hubbard spoke to a crowded lecture hall. This was 
his first major public lecture in a few months, as he had been engaged in 
completing a new book, Science of Survival, and he presented technological 
improvements, expansions and clarifications of theory. Soon afterwards the 
book itself was published, a 506-page volume outlining and describing in 
detail the relationship of man to the physical universe and an exact pattern 
for the prediction of human behavior. 

1951 saw the publication of Self Analysis, a very practical self-help 
volume giving a way to improve memory, reaction time and general ability. 

On October 8th, 1951, while in Wichita, Kansas, L. Ron Hubbard found 
himself host to interested people coming together from all over the country to 
gather information on the latest developments in Dianetics. These lectures 
covered the study of the axioms underlying human behavior, and introduced 
new techniques of application. 

During October 1951, he also gave a series of 12 lectures covering the 
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human mind versus the electronic computer, and self-determinism, 
continued to lecture throughout 1951, and these lectures culminated ir 
Second Annual Conference at the end of December in Wichita, in whic 
gave demonstrations and seminars based on his latest book, Handboo, 
Preclears, which he introduced at the conference, a3 well as the ’ 
Advanced Procedure and Axioms. These lectures came to be known a; 
December Lectures, and covered effort, emotion, cause and effect, an 
many other topics. 

On February 12th, 1952, L. Ron Hubbard founded the Hubbard Co 
in Wichita, Kansas, and continued to lecture to the students regul 
During March 1952, he gave no less than 37 lectures covering new devj 
ments, including material he was researching. 

On March 30th, 1952, he announced the opening of his offic 
Phoenix, Arizona, where he immediately- set about producing four 
books, Electropsychometric Auditing, Symbological Processing, 1 Indiuu 
Track Map and What to Audit. He continued to do research and to lect 
and moved the Hubbard College from Wichita to Phoenix in May. • 

His lectures given in Phoenix in the early summer of 1952 involved 
techniques of locating the “I” of the individual and helping the pe 
to higher states of awareness. This information was summarized in 
book A History of Man which was published in July 1952. Also in 1 
L. Ron Hubbard published Scientology 8-80, which described the phy; 
manifestations of thought and past identities in terms of flows and rid 
surrounding the body. 

Dianetics and Scientology were snowballing across the United St 
and reaching other shores—England first of all. Dianetics: The.Moc 
Science of Mental Health was everywhere. As early as 1951, the publi: 
Casini had brought out the first Italian edition in Rome. 

In mid-September 1952, L. Ron Hubbard flew to London, where 
immediately begem to train people, establish an organization and lau 
research projects—in short, to boom Scientology in Great Britain. His s 
series of lectures to students in London covered the basics of Scientology 
Dianetics, the nature of flows and the role of Scientology praititioner 
bringing about higher states for man. Although during that visit he wa 
England less than three months, he nevertheless gave 66 public lecti 
covering many aspects of Dianetics and Scientology. 

The book Scientology 8-8008 was also written by him in Englant 
October-November 1952. He had the first copy with him when he flew to 
United States and presented it at the opening of the Philadelphia Docto 
Course, from December 1st to 18th, 1952, in Philadelphia, Pennsylva 
These lectures, all.of which were preserved on tape and are available tor 
went into great detail about the behavioral patterns of the spirit—a bre; 
taking delineation of the spiritual landscape he was now surveying. 

Awards and honors were offered and conferred on L. Ron Hubbard. 
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acce Pt an Honorary Doctorate of Philosophy given in recognitio 
is outstanding work on Dianetics and “as an inspiration to the m 

people . . . who had been inspired by him to take up advanced studies in 
field. . . 

An historic milestone in the history of Dianetics and • Sciento.' 
was passed in February 1954, with the founding of the first Churcl 
Scientology. This was in keeping with the religious nature of the tei 
dating from the earliest days of research. It was obvious that he had b 
exploring religious territory right along. And whatever the name given to 
technique or study and whatever way it had been interpreted by skeptic: 
sensation-mongers, it was apparent to those with a sense of history £ 

man s ages-old spiritual quest that this was indeed the realm of the soul £ 
its havens. 

By 1954, L. Ron Hubbard had delivered close to 1,000 lectures, ofl 
at a pace of five hours a day in addition to travel and administration a 
research auditing. Then in 1954 he gave no less than 517 lecture* coveri 
vast areas of research and development into the human mind and life One 
these lecture series was given in Phoenix, Arizona. These were startli: 
talks on the qualities and fundamental nature of all life. Today they can 
studied in book form: The Phoenix Lectures. It was in this series that 
described the Axioms of Scientology, those self-evident agreements whi, 
provide the philosophical foundation for the entire religion. 

And in 1955, the U.S. District Court for the District of Columb 
certified that he was a Minister of the Church. 

_ December 1956, he gave 14 hours of lectures on the subject 
radiation. Then in April 1957 he addressed the London Congress on Nucle. 
Radiation and Health. As one of the first nuclear physicists in the Unite 
States, he demonstrated the immediate effects which could be expecte 
from varying doses of radiation, and the means of protection from atomi 
explosions. By relating these facts to human livingness, he was able to dispi 
a great deal of the mystery which had hitherto surrounded the problem 
of radiation, and give people and their governments a basis upon whic 
they could solve this situation. These facts, when presented at t&e Roy£ 
Empire Society Hall, London, so impressed parliamentary figures that the 
requested immediate transcription of these lectures. So, the book All Abou 
Radiation was rushed into print in May 1957. 

. November 13th, 1957, the International Oceanographic Foundation 
with headquarters in Miami, Florida, made him a Fellow of the Society, "b’ 
virtue of contributions to the advancement and extension of knowledge anc 
discovery in oceanography and the marine sciences.” 

At the end of the 50s, L. Ron Hubbard moved his home to Saint HiL 
Manor, a vast and beautiful Georgian-style residence in the green hills ol 
Sussex, England. Increasingly effective techniques had been developed for 
the further liberation of the spirit, and the exploration he now conducted was 
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leading inevitably to spiritual freedom, the ages-long quest of man’s great 
religious leaders. 

On a literally down-to-earth level, though,X. Ron Hubbard was movi 
in a direction new even for him. 1959 and 1960 saw him, now firmly esti 
lished at Saint Hill, conducting a series of revolutionary experiments 
plants in a fully equipped greenhouse laboratory on the Manor groum 
On September 25th, 1959, a local paper was able, to record that “L. R 
Hubbard ... whose researches in plant life at the hlanor look like revo 
tionizing horticulture, has carried out an experiment which points to the fi 
that plants react in much the same way to certain situations as do hum 
beings.” 

His discoveries on the nature of life in plants were described by o 
journal as “25 years in advance of today’s methods and ideas.” T1 
proved prophetic, for 13 years subsequent to L. Ron Hubbard’s findinj 
experiments on plant life reaction in Swiss, German, Russian, America 
British and Canadian, scientific institutions have validated his findings 
rigorous test conditions. 

At the end of December 1960, he traveled 20,000 miles round trip fro 
Johannesburg, South Africa, to Washington, D.C., to give the Anatomy 
the Human Mind Congress and to open and conduct the 22nd Americ; 
Advanced Clinical Course. After delivering the 10 lectures of the course, . 
said of lectures 1, 3, 5, 7 and 9, “These five tapes wrap up Dianetics. Eve 
HGC (Hubbard Guidance Center) must have and study them.” 

In January 1961, while again in South Africa to give a series of lecture 
he made the remarkable breakthrough of getting all cases on the cour 
started to their entire satisfaction, and all personality graphs improve 
Writing on the last day of the Third South African Advanced Clinical Cour 
in February 1961, L. Ron Hubbard said of these lectures, “The best clearii 
series to date, extremely comprehensive, are the 17 hours made for tl 
Joburg ACC.” 

In 1961, he set up an educational visit at Saint Hill Manor in Englar 
to teach the now standard methods of Dianetics and Scientology,*to ensu: 
uniform quality of application. Students came from all over the world, ar 
for the next five and a half years L. Ron Hubbard lectured regularly 
the students, while personally supervising their progress through the Sail 
Hill Special Briefing Course. Well over 400 lectures were given during th 
time, together with demonstrations, many of which were given on close 
circuit television. Students returned to their local academies able to app 
the technology of Dianetics and Scientology with certainty due to stuc 
methods developed by L. Ron Hubbard which revolutionized the philosoph 
of education. 

Student failures could be recovered. Study barriers by 1965 had bee 
overcome. 

And the reality which was and is Clear was now available to all wh 
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followed the exact route he had laid out. This route he called The Bridge, fo 
it was as a span across the abyss of misery and degradation and sorrow to ) 
higher plateau of ability and happiness. • • 

In 1966, having paved the way to clear-so that it was safe and suri 
for others to walk, the Founder resigned from -any official administrativi 
capacity in Scientology. 

He discovered and developed the astonishing materials above clear nov 
known as the Advanced Courses. These are the OT 1 Sections, enabling om 
who has attained clear to regain abilities never before accurately credited tc 
the human spirit, as an operating thetan, a spiritual being operating 
independently of the laws of the physical universe. 

In July of 1966, OT I and OT II were released and, during the last 
months of 1967, came the breakthrough of OT HI. 

A research accomplishment of immense magnitude, OT III has been 
called “The Wall of Fire.” Here are contained the secrets of a disaster which 
resulted in the decay of life as we know it in this sector of the galaxy. The end 
result of OT III is truly the stuff of which dreams are spun: the return of full 
self-determinism and complete freedom from overwhelm. - 

The formation of a new Scientology group dates from this same period. 
Hearing of L. Ron Hubbard’s plans for further exploration and research into, 
among other things, past civilizations, many Scientologists wanted to join 
him and help.. As a great deal of their work involved sailing, they adopted the 
name “Sea Organization.” 

With no less demand for his researches but free of organizational duties 
and aided by the first Sea Organization members, L. Ron Hubbard now had 
the time and facilities to confirm in the physical universe some of the events 
and places he had encountered in his journeys down the track of time. 
The book Mission Into Time is a fascinating account of missions sent 
out to Sardinia, Sicily and Carthage which were able to substantiate L. Ron 
Hubbard’s recall of incidents in his own past, centuries ago, which occurred 
in these areas that he had not revisited previously in the current lifetime. 

January 1968 saw the release of OT Sections IV, V and VI as a sequence 
of spiritual abilities to be reached. And in September of 1970 came OT VII. 
Later in 1968, in order to markedly upgrade the standard of application 
of Scientology technology, L. Ron Hubbard called in leading Scientology 
practitioners from around the world for the Class V1H Course, and personally 
trained them in exact standard, practical application, from the basics 
of the subject through to OT processes. Lectures were given daily to this 
course emphasizing that exact and invariable application of the technology 
produces results on all cases. 

And still the awards and recognitions arrived from those using the 
technology or in acknowledgment of it. In 1971, he was presented with the 
International Whos Who in Community Service Award. 1972 brought him 
the honor of Community Leader of America, presented by the Editorial

board of the American Biographical Institute. In 1973, he was given the Mi 
of Achievement Diploma for Distinguished Service, as well as the Lntt 
national Who’s Who in Community Service Diploma of Honor. The May 
of New Orleans, Louisiana, presented him with a Certificate of Merit, whi 
is only given to someone who has demonstrated that he has saved a liJ 
On May 9th, 1977, he received the Ingrams West Award for Dianetics: T< 
Modern Science of Mental Health, the 27-year No. 1 Best Seller. In t! 
same year, the Community Leaders and Noteworthy Americans Award w 
bestowed on him by the Community Leaders of America, in addition to oth 
awards received in 1977. In 1978, he received the Illinois Society for Psych 
Research Achievement Award. Mayors of several major American cities ha' 
granted various proclamations regarding Dianetics and Scientology, in h 
honor, such a3 Dianetics and Scientology Day, L. Ron Hubbard Day, ar 
the Mayor of Houston, Texas, decreed September 7-14, 1975, Scientolof 
Education Week. He has also received Honorary Citizenships and ke’ 
to many dozens of American cities. One of his favorite awards is tf 
Ambassador of Goodwill award received in 1975 from the Chief of th 
Cherokee Nation. 

The early 70s saw major breakthroughs in the discovery of the basic lav 
and activities of organization and public relations. 

By the mid-70s, L. Ron Hubbard had written over 50 books on th 
subjects of philosophy, human relationships and the mind. A best-sellir 
author, his books had sold over 18 million copies. In addition, he ha 
delivered more than 3,000 hours of lectures, which is in the region < 
25,000,000 words. These materials are not simply lectures. They are th 
ONLY existing record of all the advances which made possible the handlin 
of the human mind. In 1976 a mammoth publications project, the bigge' 
in the history of Scientology, was launched to transcribe all of L. Ro 
Hubbard’s recorded lectures and issue them volume by volume as a hug 
library.

What I brought up when talking to Norman, and in 
fact my working basis as a biographical researcher, is to 
not present anything for publication on LRH which is not 
known to be fact.

If we present inaccuracies, hyperbole or downright 
lies as fact or truth, it doesn't matter what slant we give 
them, if.disproved the map will lo ok, to outsider s—si— 
l ike'a charlatan. This is what I'm trying to prevent and 
whatl^ve been work ing on the past year and a nair. 

—"—— I'm sure you've seen examples of this. Take 

Kima Douglas. For years she claims to be a 'tegistered nurse". 
And for years she handles LRH's medical needs, apparently 
successfully. Something happens and it is "found out" 
that she never was an RN.

It seems to have the effect in people's minds of 
lessening the stature of not only the person but his work 
and products when claims he has made, or others have made 
about him, are debunked. 

And that is why I said to Norman that it is up to 
us to ensure that everything which goes out about LRH is 
100% accurate. That is not to say that opinions can t be 
voiced, they can. And they can contain all the hype you 
want. But they should not be construed as facts. And 
anything stated as a fact should be documentable. 

We are in a period when "investigative reporting" 
is popular and when there is relatively easy access to 
documentation on a person (see Shannon again). We can t 
delude ourselves I believe, if we want t<? gam public 
acceptance and cause some betterment in society, that we 
can get away with statements, the validity of which we don t 

know. 

The real disservice to LRH, and the ultimate make- 
wrong is to go on assuming that everything hfe's ever written 
or said is 100% accurate and publish it as such without 
verifying it. I'm talking here about biographical or non¬ 
technical writings. This only leads, should any of his 
statements turn out to be inaccurate, to a make-wrong of him, 
and consequently, his technology.

WHflJ YOUR FEES BUY 

by LRon Hubbard 



I wonder if you've ever estimated Wow 
muck it costs to launch a new subject 
into the world, keep it pure, keep k 
going right, make progress and defend 

it. 

For that matter, what do you 
suppose it costs an organization to 
deliver an hour of processing? 

I know that Dianctic and Scien¬ 
tology services should be free and I 
wish they were. 

Personally I have tried to do my 
part in this. None of the researches of 
Dtanetics and Scientology were ever 
sexually paid for out of organizational 
fees. With my typewriter I paid for 
the research myself. Occasionally 
orp were supposed to but they never 
did. 

Independent of research costs, 
the 13 1/2 million dollars that orgs 
owed me for services rendered, 10%* 
(the usual author's royalties), lectures, 
loans, things paid out of my own 
pocket I never collected. 

As even the royalties of the first 
book were given to orgs for their 
work, I didn’t even make anything out 
of that best seller. Its paperback is 
again a newsstand best seller in the 
U.S. but I don’t collect those royal¬ 
ties cither. Even today I draw less 
than an org staff member and they 
draw very little. 

So the fees you pay for service 
do not go to me. 

A Sea Org member draws only 
about four pounds a week and his 
room and board. We run our ships and 
stations at a cost that would make a 
cost accountant disbelieve it. So not 
much of your fee goes to them even 
though they bear a full burden of 
management of pure services. 

Org staff members over the 
world work for so little that Execs 
occasionally get letters horn their 
landladies demanding orgs increase 
their pay Level so staff members can 
pay (heir rent. 

So not much of your fee goes to 
i hem. 


Occasionally some org or fran¬ 
chise goes on a big kick of high pay. 
We very soon pull the rug out from 
under that. So if your fee went that 
way for a brief period we corrected 
tbe outness fast as we frown on 
money-motivation like a thunder¬ 
cloud. 

Some fringe feflows know that if 
you had a complete monopoly on the 
only workable mental technology on 
the planet you could make billions. 
Time's why they're on the •'fringe". 
So we prevent your fee from going in 
that direction. 

Then where does your fee go? 

Since 1950, so-called '‘menial 
health" groups have fought to discred¬ 
it and decrease the power of Diane tics 
and Scientology. 

For 19 years, using their press 
control, government stooges and pup¬ 
pets, these psychiatric front groups 
have conducted a continuous suppres¬ 
sive covert operation against us. 

Why? They feared that as our 
power increased they would lose their 
easy appropriations aod fail in their 
plans for a 19*4 World. 

We were not even in their line of 
country—the insane. Yet such was 
their fear, they have spent untold 
sums to bring about our destruction. 

We not only know who why and 
where with full documentation we 
also know their sordid intentions for 
the world. Some of your fee made the 
work to collect that evidence possible. 

Rad press, inquiries, bans, these 
are the surface you see. Those are 
their fingerprints. 

Below that level it's a rough fight 
and has been for 19 years. 

Our press consultants tell us we 
must never mention it as it "frightens 
the public". 

We are in the weird position of 
being perhaps the only really effective 
Western security force. We wouldn’t 
give five pence for the rest of them 
combined. 


If a defaikion of governing t* 
maintaining an orderly peace in which 
busbies* can he conducted, then there 
sure isn't any real government. 

So a portion of your fee it spent 
on patching up the damage done, 
keeping going in spite of attacks and 
nullifying the actions against the West 
of a very choice lot of bad hats. If we 
didn't have the documentary evidence 
| wouldn't dare mention k. 

It costs money to bring cases up 
to US Supreme Court level as we have. 
The legal defense expenses we have in 
a dozen countries is not snail. 

So a portion of your fee goes to 
keeping the subject available to you 
and to the world. 

We work very hard to keep tech 
being done well, k is nothing for us to 
put two people oo a fast plane and 
send them half around the world to 
straighten up the Case Supervision and 
auditing in an area so you can have 
confidence in rise service you get. 

It ia routine to send the highest 
class people we have to handle “ARC 
Breaks of Long Duration" in the field 
or on admin lines or to see they get 
handled. 

Your fee supports a long and 
complex set of communication lines 
by which tech and admin can be cared 
for rapidly. 

A portion of your fee just the 
other day began a survey of a back¬ 
ward country to introduce high speed 
educational processes to bring their 
people quickly from the scone age up 
to present time. The "Peace Corps" 
was also there on cushy government 
funds building houses for a big cons¬ 
truction company at a nice profit. But 
we, unsupported, bcgpn the effective 
work actually needed there to help 
the people. 

A tiny bit of your fee nested up 
an area ruined for Am erica ui by the 
American Navy. 

Small parts of your fee heal up a 
lot of things over the world. 

But the biggest part of your fee 


stays right » your area, k is used

Your fee keeps the nearest < 
ahve and functioning and the envir< 
meat safe. 

It is not easy to do, hit repeat' 
ly as we are. 

Gradually lktle by lktle we ; 
taking the pressure off our orgs. Gr. 
uafly surely and certainly the bad k 
are losing their own power in l 
world. 

If wc had the fantastic sums i 
propriated to “menuI health" ( a 
put largely in the* own pockets 
used to try to crush anyone else) 
would make a lot lot lot more progre 
Aa wc wouldn’t also have to fight t 
lies that money buys into press a 
government. 

But we don’t have appropriation 
They are given only to those who dr 
in death, k s e em s. 

So little by lktle, using the fc 
you give us for your service, yo 
training and your processing, we crea 
lktle by lktle areas of sanity. 

And as these areas spread out, r 
leasing and Clearing the comm unit 
if we continue to he alert and cot 
pet cot, perhaps those areas will me 
one country, one continent to the ne 
and we will have a cleaner, saner wor 

Your fee is supporting and co 
tinuing the greatest hope that man k 
ever had and the orgs and people rit 
to ks survival and increase. 

Your fee does what k takes t 
get the job done.

SESSION MUST-NOTS 



Not that you would do such a thing—you undoubtedly already know better. But 
just as a matter of record, the following session must-nots should be taught in letters of 
Fire to any new auditor. 

I 

NEVER tell a pc what his present time problem is. 

The pc's PTP is exactly and only what the pc thinks or says it is. 

To tell a pc what his PTP is and then audit what the auditor said it was will 
inevitably ARC Break the pc. 

This of course is under the heading of Evaluation in the Auditor’s Code and is one 
way of evaluating, a very serious way too. 

II 

NEVER set a goal for a pc. 

Don’t set a session goal, a life or livingness goal or any other kind of a goal. 

Auditors get tangled up on this because everybody has the same R6 goals and 
when you call out the next goal from the list it appears you are giving the pc a goal. 
But an R6 educated pc knows that and it isn’t evaluation. 

Other goals are highly variable. The pc’s life and livingness goals and session goals 
are especially variable pc to pc and even within one session on the same pc. 

To tell a pc what goals to set for a session or for life is to upset the pc. 

If you don’t believe it, trace some pc’s upsets with their parents and you will find 
these usually trace back to the parents’ setting life and livingness goals for the child or 
youth. 

The pc’s session and life and livingness goals are the pc’s and for an auditor to 
deny, refute, criticize or try to change them gives ARC Breaks; and for an auditor to 
dream up a brand new one for the pc is especially evaluative. 

m 

NEVER tell a pc what’s wrong with him physically or assume that you know. 

What’s wrong with the pc is whatever the pc says or thinks is wrong physically. 

This applies of course only to processing, for if you weren't auditing the person, 
and if the person had a sore foot and you found a splinter in it and told him so, it 
would be all right. But even in this case the person would have had to tell you he had a 
sore foot. 

The main reason society has such a distaste for medical doctors is the MDs’ 
continuous “diagnosis” of things the person has not complained of. The violence of 
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surgery, the destruction of lives by medical treatment rather educates people not to 
mention certain things. Instinctively the patient knows that the treatment may leave 
him or her in much worse condition and so sometimes hides things. For the medical 
doctor to cry “Aha” and tell the person he or she has some undefinable ill is to drive 
many into deep apathy and accounts for the high frequency of operational shock 
wherein the person just doesn’t recover. 

So NEVER tell a pc what is physically wrong with him. If you suspect something 
is physically wrong that some known physical treatment might cure send the pc for a 
physical check-up just to be safe. 

In the field of healing by mental or spiritual means, the pc is sick because he or 
she has had a series of considerations about being sick. Deformity or illness, according 
to the tenets of mental healing, traces back to mentally created or re-created masses, 
engrams or ideas which can be either cte-stimulated or erased completely. De¬ 
stimulation results in a temporary recovery for an indefinite period (which is 
nonetheless a recovery). Erasure results in permanent recovery. (De-stimulation is the 
most certain, feasible and most rewarding action below Level VI; erasure below Level 
VI is too prone to error in unskilled hands as experience has taught us.) 

The reality of the auditor is often violated by a pc’s statement of what ails him. 
The pc is stone blind-but the pc says he has “foot trouble”. Obviously, from the 
auditor’s viewpoint, it is blindness that troubles this pc. BUT IF THE AUDITOR 
TRIED TO AUDIT THE AILMENT THE PC HAS NOT OFFERED, AN ARC BREAK 
WILL OCCUR. 

The pc is ailing from what the pc is ailing from, not from what the auditor selects. 

For it is the statement of the pc that is the first available lock on a chain of 
incidents and to refuse it is to cut the pc’s communication and to refuse the lock. After 
that you won’t be able to help this pc and that’s that. 

PERMITTED AUDITOR STATEMENTS 

There are, however, two areas where the auditor must make a statement to the pc 
and assume the initiative. 

These are in the OVERT-MOTIVATOR SEQUENCE and in the ARC BREAK. 

A 

When the pc is critical of the auditor, the organization or any of many things in 
life, this is always a symptom of overts priorly committed by the pc. 

The pc is looking for motivators. These criticisms are simply justifications and 
nothing more. 

This is a sweeping fully embracive statement-and a true one. There are no 
criticisms in the absence of overts committed earlier by the pc. 

It is quite permissible for the auditor to start looking for the overt, providing the 
auditor finds it and gets it stated by the pc and therefore relieved. 

But even here the auditor only states there is an overt. The auditor NEVER says 
what the overt is for that’s evaluation. 

You will be amazed at what the pc considered was the overt. It is almost never 
what we would think it should be. 

But also, an auditor whose pc is critical of him or her in session who does not say, 
“It sounds like you have an overt there. Let’s find it,” is being neglectful of his job. 

The real test of a professional auditor, the test that separates the unskilled from 
the skilled is: CAN YOU GET AN OVERT OFF THE PC’S CASE WITHOUT ARC 
BREAKING THE PC AND YET GET IT OFF. 
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The nice balance between demanding the pc get off an overt and getting it off and
